No one can bave watched the course of 
events in France during the last three 
months with any reasonable hope of a seri- 
ous German check. When a military 
power has accomplished what the Germans 
have accomplished, and an invasion has 
gone the length to which the invasion of 
French territory has been carried, it may 
be said that, under the conditions that sur- 
round the present combatants, the law of 


‘force against force must settle it in favor 


of the victorious party. Hence it is that 
we believe the present armistice is the vir- 
tual close of the war. The forthcoming 
National Assembly is bourid to take this 
view of it, foy it can take no other, and 
peace must ensue no matter what terms 
are demanded.

Senator Srauprne’s bill is a good one, 
as we have shown. But how can it be 
executed if the principal persons against 
whom outrages are perpetrated are ex- 
cluded from our courts of law? Rufflans 
are not going to testify against themselves 
or ope gnother, and, as matters stand, all 
the provisions of the proposed act may be 
violated without the fear of so much as 
indictment on the part of offenders. Let 
the reader cast his eye over the bill. He 
will see that certain lawless acts are to be 
punished. So far so good. But conviction 
must precede punishment, and evidence 1s 
essential io conviction. To pass such a 
measure without qualifying all persons as 
Witucssce to carry it out, io morcly tn cay 
to masked maraudeis, “This is simply a 
show piece. Go on and do what you will, 
There is no one to report on you.” 


The long and labored explanation en- 
tered into by the New York Tribune, to 
refute Frank Buarn’s statement that Fed- 
eral troops were sent to New York last 
fall to overawe the people and elect a 
Radical Governor, is by odds the lamest 
attempt we have ever seen trom HoRACcE 
Greetey. The article in questiqn claime 
that the Repubhcans asked Congress to 
protect them from the Democrats. The 
‘fact is that the whole thing was a tarce; 
for all that was accomplished or sodight to 
be accomplished was the uninterrupted and 
unresisted display of Federal troops ina 
State election. It was not designed to use 
them in New York. The idea was to 
make an exhibit of them in New York that 
the people might be accustomed to the 
use of them when their employment cam 
be made more effective and-where they 
may be more wantonly engaged. It was 
a trial trip, a mere experimental exposi- 
tion, an Ostentatious but empty assertion 
of the new Radical election machinery. 
The wretched apology of the Tribune is as 
unworthy as it is unfounded in truth. 


; The Oriental Problem. 

Our readers have not failed to mark the 
triviality and imbecility of the proceedings 
at.Londor in connection with the Black 
Sea conference. It is not easy to decide, 
from the next to nothing disclosed by the 
dispatches, what this trifling will end in; 
but that England will ipglorious!y back 
down and that Russia will gain all she has 
deemed it advisable at this time to attempt 
seems to us the most probable conjecture 
that can be formed. : 

Russia believes, from her impenal 
autocrat down to her lowest peasant, that 
itis her mission tg subjugate Turkey and 
“possess the land;” and this belief dates 
from the very birth of the Muscovite em- 
pire. There can be no doubt that it is 
deep seatcd, persistent and sincere. It 
animates more than sixty milhons of peo- 
ple. It 1s the one salient point in the 
foreign policy of the most methodical and 
persevering government on the earth. So 
far has it progressed toward realization 
that the decaying empire against which it 
presses is now at last almost isolated from 
the rest of the world by a complete cor- 
don of political outposts semi-Moslem or 
independent in name but Russian in 
reality. Greece, Servia and Roumania. 
European joints of this immense Musco- 
vite “anaconda,” separate beleaguered 
Islam {0 a great extent from 
political intercourse with Western 
Europe. Egypt on the south an- 
swers in part the same purpose, as well 

as the further one of distracting the Porte 
with the constant threat of revolt. In the 
East Circassia has been finally subdued, 
all of Turkistan conquered or subsidized, 
and the Caspian sea converted into a Rus- 
sian lake. We are thus brought face to 
face with the startling fact that the tall ot 
Turkey involves, either as a means or a8 a 
necessary consequence, the acquisition of 
other vast regions by a power already 
holding nearly the half of Europe and a 
third ot Asia. The bearing of this fact on 
American ideas and American interests we 
shall try to show further on. 

For halt a century or longer the Otto- 
man Empire has been kept in existence by 
the diplomacy and the arms of Western 
Europe. Too weak to withstand its pow- 
erful neighbor of the north, and decrepit 
beyond all hope of rejuvenation, it survives 
only through the jealousies of Christian 
nations. It must be confessed that through- 
cut the struggle the sympathies of our 
people have been with Russia, and against 
the allies, but whether wisely so or not is 
another question. It is easier, perhaps, to 
explain the direction of our sympathies 
than to defend it. Rivalry with England, 
hatred of the odious tyranny and almost as 
odious torpor of Islamism, added to a 
powerful predilection, at once popular and 
classical, in fayor of Giecce, and against 
her despoiler, prepared us for a friendship 
towards Russia which has been cemented 
by common youth, energy, and the pros- 
pect of boundlessdominion. Forgetting or 
disregarding the antagonisms of our politi- 


cal institutions, and confining our views 
and feelings to the narrow and ephemeral 
Issues Of the present, we have said to Rus- 
sia, “Take thou the old world, and we will 
take the new.” But what does this sur- 
render involvé, and whither will it lead us? 
We shall have the present satisfaction, no 
doubt, of seeing our rivals in Western Eu- 
rope humiliated; but is this a privilege tor 
which we can afford to pay the price it 
will cost? Western Europe, as nearest to 
our shores and kindred to us in blood, is 
crow broadly open to the influence of our 
institutions and ideas. Since the civil war 
we have risen to a moral position the most 
commanding in the world. The leaven of | | 
hope borrowed from our past is at work | 
from the coast of Ireland to the Bosphorus. 
The best thinkers of all parties in Eug- 
land admitted that the downfall of theCon- | 
tederacy in this country would be follo wed | 
by a democratic revolution there and else- | 
where in Europe. That the people ot West. 
ern Europe, if left to themselves, would a! 
at length succeed in establishing repub- 
lican governments, no well-informed man | 
can doubt. But the trouble 1s, that they | 
will not be left tothemselyes. In the East 
towers this colossal Russian despotism, 
solid and impenetrable as granite, just so 
ejtuated as to be utterly and forever inac- 
cessible to any eoftening influences of po- 
litical treedom, and yet near enough to 
strike down every attempt at democratic 


It she were out of the way, the tide of 

popular intelligence and popular energy 

would soon rise and sweep away the rotten | 
barriers against which it already presses so | 
heavily. There are multiplied evidences | 
thet the privileged classes all over Europe | 
regard the present situation in just this 


light; but can Americans contemplate it 
with the same complaisancy and pledge 
their sympathies to the same ends? 

Apart, however, from all considerations 
of this character, there are more tangible 
matters which require attention before we 
yield up our hearts entirely to Russia, It 
1s generally believed that there can never 
be the slightest collision of material in- 
terests between us and Russia, because her 
geographical sphere is wholly separate and 
distinct from ours. Some one has said 
peatly and truly, “The Scandinavian mis- 
gion of Ruseia is ended;” and this is quoted 
as putting Russia out of Europe altogether, 
by the mere force of an epigram. We ad- 
mit that in one sense the European mission 
of Russia is atan end. We do not antici- 
pate that she will ever greatly, or at all, 
extend her conquests westward. United 
Germany will take care of that. But as 
the Indian stood so straight that he leaned 
backwards, may not Russia come to our 
doors by going eastward? Give her Tur- 
key and all that must go with it, and the 
consequences are not difficult to foresee. 
Convenience or ambition would sooner or 
later take the seat of government to Con- 
stantinople. With the Kings of Western 
Europe for pensioners, she would plunder 
them of their Asiatic possessions at her 
pleasure. Her system of goyernment seems 
capable of indefinite extension; who can 
tell where her eastern boundary would 
run? Still more, where would ewl that 
invisible and practical ascendancy which 
she knows so well how to extend beyond 
“her visible boundaries? We are building 
Pacific railroads, opening relations with 
Japan and Chiza, marking out on our maps 
with ostentatious dots new lines for steam- 
ships, and, in short, are eager to make our 
country the great thoroughfare between 
Western Europe and Eastern Asia. Give 
Russia the preponderance she now scems 
on the eve of finally acquiring, and these 
fine schemes of ours will hold together 
just as well as so much brittle glass. 

We have not space to discuss at present 
the various plans by which it hag been 
proposed to limit the alarming advance of 
Russia. The scheme most in favor, we 
believe, is the founding of a Greek empire 
in lieu of the Qttoman. We will only say 
that we are convinced, from all the evi- 
dence we lave seen, that this project would 
be both impracticable and futile. »If any- 
thing is to be tried, let it by all means be 
sOlicthing else.

The French Natsonal Assembly. 

According to the advices received 
from Versailles one of the terms of the 
surrender of Paris is the convocation of a 
National Assembly to ratify and guarantee 
terms of peace between Germany and 
France. This measure was demanded by 
BisMARCK as a conditio sine qua non, for it 
seems to be the only way in which a re- 
sponsible party to treat with could appear 
for France without an actual restoration 
of the regency of the Empress. For, how- 
ever much the provisional government of 
France and the Committee of National 
Defense may possess the sympathies of the 
French people, still this government has 
not received the official sanction of the 
population nor the récognition of the great 
powers of Europe. No’ vote has been 
taken in France to authorize and confirm 
the action of GAMBETTA and his colleagues 
and no delegates bave been selected by 
the people to frame the laws according to 
which this government is to administer 
public affairs, The Committee of National 
Detense was merely & meags adopted 
through necessity; it is the creature of the 
crowd, without the legal recognition of the 4 
world, or even of France herselt. It is 
clear that Germany could not in reason be 
asked to treat with such a government 
and forego her present immeasurably 
great advantages; for, even if the men at 
the head of affairs should .negotiate a 
peace, any conditions They might accept 
and which should be obnoxious to France 
might afterward be repudiated by that 
country on the just ground that they had 
been agreed to by a number of irresponsi- 
ble parties whose authority had not been 
recognized by the nation. For this reason 
the convocation of a National Assembly in 
France has become a most necessary 
measure for Germany. 

But not only tor Germany but also for 
France the convocation of the National 
Assembly has become a most urgent ne- 
cessity. The country whose boast it 


and provinces constituted a whole, which 
was so firmly cemented by feelings of na- 
tional fraternity that nu: ihe shghtest idea 
of a separate existence could arise in the 
mirds of any part of her population, is now 
divided and torn by internal dissensions. 
The oceurrences that took place at Mar- 
seilles, Lyons and other great cities, where 
governments rose in opposition to the cen- 
tral government in Paris, are no longer sol- 
itary instances. The teeling of distrust 
against the central government has spread 
throughout the provinces, resistance to the 
decrees of the administration has become 
more and more general, and the provin- 
cial districts have gradually become 
accustomed to the idea of a separate ex-~ 
jstence. This feeling threatens to bring 
about the utter destruction of the power of 
France; for once divided into several] 
smaller States, not united by common ties, 
this country would remain but a play- 
thing in the hands of her powerful and 
warlike eastern neighbor. So a prolonged 
struggle, which would serve to strengthen 
the feeling of dissatisfaction in the prov. 
inces, would prove most pernicious to 
France herself, and the immediate convo- 
cation of an assembly is indispensable for 
the national existence. of France as a whole 
Just as much as for the satisfaction of Ger- 
many and the restoration of peace. 

The danger of such a divided state would 
become all the freater after the surrender 
of Paris, when there would be no longer a 
common center to look upon, for Marseilles, 
Lyons and the other large cities would 
never yield to decrees issued by a govern- 
ment located at Bordeaux. There has al- 
ways been a good deal of jealousy between 
the second-rate cities of France, and only 
the fact that all had tocede the first rank 
to Paris bas, so far, prevented them from 
throwing off even the least appearance of 
union that has been observed by them so 
far. But Paris oncein the hands of the 
Germans, their jealousy would break out 
into open hostility, and the 
political unity of France _—‘rre- 
ceive a shock from which: it could re- 
cover only with the greatest difficulty. This 
necessity is recognized by a great part of 
the French press, and the Gazette de 
France, among others, concludes a long 
article with the statement that M. Gam- 
EETTA Will not be able to postpone much 
longer the demand of the French people 
for a representative government, which 
has become a necessity both for France 
and Germany, and which alone 1s able to 
restore peace to the distracted country, and 
at the same time put an end to dissensions 
that threaten to destroy the national 


Revenue Reform. 


A meeting of Sheriffs will be held at 
Frankfort to-morrow for the purpose of 
considering a matter, to which we wish to 
call especial attention. 

Gov. STEVENSON, in his message, rec- 
ommended a reform in our revenue system, 
and the Legislature would be very much 
to blame if it should do nothing in that 
direction. Taxation should be equalized, 
or, at least, an attempt should be made to 
put it upon something approximating an, 
equitable basis. Such legislation would 
at once increase our State revenue, and 
relieve portions of the Commonwealth of 
what is now felt as onerous taxation. 

The county of Jefferson pays into the 
reyenue $266,141 96, an amount ex- 
ceeding that paid by all the Bluegrass 
counties, famed for their agricultural 
wealth, together. Should anybody call 
this into question, let him turn to the last 
report of the State: Auditor, and he will 
there find that the total revenue of Fay- 
e(te for the year 1869 was $51,026 54; that 
the reyenue of Woodford for the same 
year was $26,536 69; of Bourbon, $40,- 
192 61; of Scott, $25,156 04; of Clark, 
$21,631 58; of Jessamine, $14,461 92; of 
Boyle, $14,100 29; of Mercer; $15,828 21; 
of Franklin, $17,713 08, and of Garrard, 
$14,945 39—making, in all, $241,490 65. 


This is striking enough; but let us follow 
out the thing a little further. The gTOss | 
revenue of Kenton county is reported at | 
$64,381 80; whereas McCracken is put at | 
$35,918 65; Fleming at $15,996 07, and | 
Mason at $13,361 65. These are the 
wealthiest countics in the State, and the

$16,126 55. The net revenue paid into 
the treasury by most of the counties is very 
inconsiderable. A very few of the counties 
have the bill to foot. 

How does this inequality occur? - True, 
Louisville is in Jefferson, and Covington 
in Kenton, but that ought not to make the 
difference. Some unitorm system of as- 
sessment should by all means be provi‘l- 
ed. In a city, like Louisville, as the case 
stands, at present property is put at its 
highest valuation, but elsewhere the assess- 
ments are regulated rather by the desire of 
the asseseors to retain their local popularity 
than by any just estimate of the value of 
property. A case in point occurs to us. A 
certain farm, some two or three miles 
from the city of Lexington, was last year 
assessed at $20 per acre, The owner is a 
just map, and & good citizen and true, and 
when the collector came around he 
indignantly remonstrated, alleging that 
his land was not worth $20 
but $200. “But,” said the official, “the 
farms adjoining are assessed at $20, and I 
gucss it must be all right.” “No,” replied 
the tax-payer, “it is not all right. My 
land is worth more money, and it ought to 
be taxed for more.” He succeeded in get- 
ting his land assessed at forty dollars per 
acre.

The Parisians are about to use Moat- 
goifier batloons fillei with hot air, instead of 
gas, in order to economize the supply of coal. 
The hot-air balloon, says @ French newspa- 
per, has this advantage over the gas balloon

of fuel it carries. The balloon Les Colonies, 
the approaching departure of which is an- 
pounced, will be able to remain thirty hours 
in the air for its voyage out.

The Dangers of Avoiding an Rietvininlion 
Atmosphere. 
{From the Chicago Times.] 

In a little jourval published by Dr. Frank 
Reilly, of this city, there is a suggestive arti- 
cle, entitled ‘*Aerophobia,” or which may be 
defined as a ha of pureair. In this arti- 

cle is made the somewhat astonuéie as- 

sertion that, in every community, of each 
ove hundred deaths, from forty to sixty are 
due to impure air, and the diseases thereby 
produced. The ‘article aiso states that the 
impure air of the worst cities of the world 
amounts to nothing when considered with 
reference to outdoor life. All cities become 
purified by winds, and by the volume of air 
above; it is in the residences and other build- 
ings that these impure atmospheres find per- 
manent lodgment, and it is there where they 
do their work. 

These assertions are doubtless facts. Our 
court-houses, our legislative buildings, 
our churches. and living and sleeping rooms 
are all more or less poisohed from the effects 
of stoves, furnaces, bad breaths, gas and 
kerosene, the fumes of cooking, and froma 
thousand other sources, 

We fancy that this system of wholesale 
poisoning is rather more a matter of necessity 
than of choice. People sit in their rooms and 
suffer from an oppressive atmosphere, not be- 
cause they are i rant of what ails them, 
but because there is no Known remedy which 
does not, particularly in cold weather, involve 
more evils than those connected with the orig- 
inal cifficulty. The truth is, that

THE GREAT DISASTER. 


A Te rrible Night on the Mississippi, 


Statements by the Captain, Pilot, 
Eugineers, aod Seveyal Pas 
sengers of the Arthur. 


EXCITING DETAILS. 


The Memphis Appeal and the Memphis Av- 
wlanche of Sunday furnish us the following 
stirring accounts of the steamer Arthur dis- 
ester, @ condeneed report of whieh has ap- 
peared in our dispatches: 

Captain Brolaskt'’s Statement. 

Captain Brolaski, of the Arthur, was on 
inal up to one o'clock, The night was bit- 
terly cold, and the wind blew fiercely. He 
went the rounds and everything was in proper 
working order, and there was no excese of 
steam; the boilers were teated, and he went 
off watch at his usual hour. Half an hour af- 
terward the explosion occurred. The captain 
says be was aroused by the terrific explosion 
and almost at the same instant his wile, child 
and he bimself were crushed eath the 
weight of the roof. His position was well 
calculated to ivepire terror. His wife lay be- 
side him, and when he became conscions of 
his condition his first thought was im reference 
to ber safety and that of his child. They saw 
ibat they were help Such was the weight 
of timber that wedged them in that escape 
seemed wholly impossible. Then they heard 
the rushing of the waters. that swept over the 
bow of the boat, and almost immedi- 
sately thereafter the flames began to 
shoot up and became visible to the 
impiisoucd captsin and his wife, He 
then thought be was doomed. His efforts 
to extricate himself were almost superhuman. 
In bis struggles to escape his hands were 
lacerated, his body bruised, and there is an 
ugiy cut across the forehead. . But success at 
length rewarded his struggles. He 
an #x and hewed his way throuch the timbers 
to his wife and child. His wife’s forehead 
was bruised, but she will goon be well again. 
The greatest injury they sustained resulted 
from tbe terrors of the night, and from ex- 
posure to the cold blasts and rain and sleet of 
the fearful night, and from long protracted 
avxiety. The wife’s sister is a charming, 
biack-cyed little girl, seven or eight years of 
age. Her arm was broken when she was ex- 
tricated from the cabin’s wreck, and yet the 
child never gave expression to an emotion of 
fear, and even yet, while other occupants of 
the same apartment at the Peabody House, 


little girl endures every anguish without a 
mura ur, 


WHAT THE CAPTAIN SAYS. 


Captain Brolaski says he can give no ac- 
count and imagine no cause for the explosion. 


The boiiers were good, aud had been property 
tested io accordance with the requirements of 
the law. The boat, to use the Uaptain’s ex- 
act words, *‘had a sort of compound engine 
that vecd a vucuum as well as steam, and 
never cetried a greater pressure than 125 ibs. 
or 1.0 lbs., apd never as great a pressure as 
the law and inspectors permitted.’’ Tae noise 
cf the «xplosion was lke that of a park of 
aitillery to those on board, and by ita, force 
the boat at once was made a he!piess wreck, 
One of the boilers was “blown entirely 
through ber.’’ The wreck, sinking slowly, 
floated down the river, and fioally the stera 
rested On a supdbar, leaving part of the cabin 
above water. This portion of the boat was on 
fire three several times, but was quickly ex- 
tirguirhed, the ladies never being suflered to 
kuow the cxtremity of their danger. Many 
persons leaped into the Water, 
and, finding it impossible to reach 
the shore, returned to the boat; others 
were drowned in the effort toescape. Others 
made rafts of cabiu doors, and drifted away. 
Aleck Frayzer and wife, of Ciucinnati, und 
Mr. Paxonand bis mother, cf Puiladeiphia, re- 
mained on the wreck avd were saved, while 
Mr. Paxon’s daughter, just grown, who bad 
won the hearts of ail on board the uvfo:tunate 
veerel, was lost. 


WHAT THE CAPTAIN KNOWS OF TIE LOST AND 
SA . 

Mr. George Rich‘e and Joe Bryan, pilots, 
were both in tne pilot-house at the time of 
theexpivsion, Neither was very seriously in- 
jured. Hemiy Kerr, the steward, escaped; 
was bruised andsuffered much from)exposure. 
He is pow doivg well, and will soon return to 
bis home. John Bowman, first clerk, and 
Muler Allen, mate, were both lost. \Allen was 
fcrmerly of the steamer Ciarksvill¢, His leg 
Was borribly crushed by the failing. in of the 
roof and pilot-house. All the officers of the 
boat escaped except the two lost above-named. 
The porvers, cabin and deck crew were nearly 
ali Crowned, with Mary Garey, the captain's 
eervan t. 

The Pilo.w's Story, 

Mr. Joseph Bryant, pilot of the Arthur, 
Buyer: 

1 was in the pilot-house at the time of the 
explosion. 1 had gone off waich at 12 o'clock, 
and was relieved by my partner, Geo. Richey. 
The night was very dark and raining, aud I 
concluded to stay up tor some time with my 
partner while he made the crossing over to 
General [radley’s. About a quarter or half- 
past one o’clock in the morving I started to 
ge to bed, and just as I was in the act of rais- 

pg the trap in the floor to go down mto the 
texas to bed, I heard a noise as if a whole 
rifle batcery had suddenly béeu discharged. 
Ap inetant afterward I felt as if 1 was 
FALLING FROM SOME GREAT HEIGHT, 
god i continued falling and falling, as I imag- 
ined 1 can’t teal whether 1 was going up or 
dagown, the shock was so peculiar. The ume 
to me seemed very long, and everything ap- 
pearcd to pass through my miod.

First Engineer's Statement,

The Second Eaginecr’s Statement. 

Mr. George Reed, the second engineer, who 
was on watch at the time of the disaster, 
eays that be was seated on the larboard foot- 
box with hisface toward the boilers when 
they went off. He had tried the gauges a few 
4 momests before and found the water up to 
the second gauge on the larboard, and to the 
thirdon the starboard side. The boat was 
slightly listed, which made the difference. 
The preesure of steam was 120 pounds as in- 
dicated by the steam gauge. Abner Rose, the 
striker on watcb, cume to his side and got on 
-the box to see what time it was. It was ex- 
actly 4 minutes after 1 o'clock. Rose tried 
the water ss be presed across the engine 
room, He was stardipg behind the doctor 
engine, car a sugar hogsbead, and about one 
minuve after he had left his foot-box the ex- 
plosion cccurred. He thought at first it was 
a joint that had let go, but a loud report 
followec—which indicated the hoisting of 
one or more of the boilers bad burst. The 
epgme room was immediately filled with 
steam, and the flying mui:siles began to fall 
about him.

Henry Kerr's Statement. 

‘Tbe steward of the Arthur is lying up stairs 
in the Worsham House in a bad condition;

1 think, before we reached Memphis, com-

Statement of B. P. Robison. 

Mr. B. P. Robison, of the Little Roc road, 
says thet he was cowing cast On thetrain Fri- 
day; Col. Beaumont was on the train also, and 
she was several hours late. The cars did not 
arnve untilabout 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, Wheu the pass .pgers were all aboard the 
ferry, when the watchman discovered thehght 
up therivcr, butit was not thoughtof any coa- 
sequerce. Ina short time, however, the peo- 
ple onthe ferry discovered objects floating 
rapidly past, which they discovered to be cot- 
ton bales atd partsof the wreck. Screams of 
sgony and despairwere a!so heard from the 
river. This was about three-quarters past 
three in the morping. 

“SAVE ME, FOR GOD'S SAKE SAVE MB!” 
came floating over the dark water to the ears 
of the astonished passepgers. Mr. Robinson 
and Captain Morrison, of the Excelsior, con- 
sulted briefly, and decided to give up eve 
idea Dut that of working in the interest of 
humanity. They pushed out into the stream 
at once, and, with nothing else to guide them 
through the darkness but the despairing cries 
of drowning wretches, went tosave life. Tae 
first man they met was lying flat on a cotton 
bale, on bis back, floating away, half dead; he 
was merely able to speak, He was taken 
aboard. 

JOHN KAFE, 


who hes charge of Bigley & Mejlcrsh’s fleet 
of coniboats, hearing the cries for succor 
with his watchman, took his skiff and picked 
up the pilot and four men who were floating 
down upon part of the reof of the barber's 
shop, avd safely landed them upon the Excel- 
sior. After getting the passengers on board, 
he proceeded up the river, picking upall he 
possibly could. He found one old lady that 
was saved by her husband, and one youvg 
one, standing On the banks of the river with 
nothing on but her light covering of night 
clothes, her husband having left again for the 
wreck to try and save bis clothing. We ar- 
rived at the wreck soon after daylight, which 
we fourd to be one conglomerated mass of 
chaos and burning ruins, we got off the boat 
all of the wounded that were not put upon the 
tug, and cut out of the ruing the bodies of 
one white man and one negro. There were 
some ladies upon the boat, and they did ev- 
erything possible to alleviate the sufferings of 
the poor unfortunate burned and wounded 
victims of the disaster. Coltonel Beaumont 
worked hke a hero in helping to save the peo- 
pie, wieldivg an ax with effective and skillfal 
arm in cxtracting people from the wreck. 
Several people on cotton bales and pieces of 
wreck went by the Excelsior in front of the 
cily and on her way up, the bulk and un- 
wieldly character of the craft pmreeting her 
giving all the succor whick her people de- 
When tkey were picking up the first 


SORROWING WAIL OF A WOMAN 
was heard down the river. She had floated 
ast and could not be succored. Nothing has 
»een heard of her since, unless she should be 
the lad y who was found over on the Arkan- 
eas chore and brought to Holst’s. If the Ex- 
celsior. bad had a skiff meny more people 
could bave been saved. Mr. Robinson says 
that half a dozen skiffs put out from the Ar- 
kansas shore as they were passing up, which 
began to “rake in’”’ cotton, not minding the 
human sufferers at all. This is more of the 
human depravity which was so fearfully de- 
veloped atthe McGilldisaster. In all, the Ex- 
celsior brought down about fifty people. Be- 
sides these they learned of some half dozen 
that were brought in from the river’s edge to 
houses ata distance, being hardly burt and 
Leeding no attention. These have not been 
directly heard from since.

“THE BOAT W4S PARTED IN TWO. 


The wood-work above came tambline down 
in every shape. I wreached a door of a state- 
room off its hirges, threw it overboard, and 
got on it. I was on it awhile when two other 
men teized hold of it and attempted to climb 
on also, 1 knew if we got far from the boat 
in that fix we would all be lost, and I left tire 
door beforeI yot too far away to swim. I 
reacbed the boat again in a few minutes 
ehivering and wet. The fire in the forwar 
part was beginnnig to blaze up rapidly. J 
was On her only about ten minutes this time 
when I thought it was best to leave again. 
Everybody appeared to be leaving. They 
were ‘flopping mto the river all around the 
boat;’ some tumbling cotton bales overboard; 
others getting on planks, and others maki 
rafts aud putting .mattresses and blankets 
upon them.

Statement of Col. Rogers, of Jcilerson,

A Trip to the Wreck, 


At 4o’clock Baturday evening a reporter 
from the Appeal, in company with Mr. C. 8 
Cooper, Surveyorot theport, Mr. Wishingten, 
Inspector 6. “overs. aad several other geatle- 
men, left the city on board the sieamer G. 
W. Cheek, for the wreck. On the way up, a 
poy me was kept for cotton or otner 
freight buoyant enough to float, but nothing 
was discerned; indeed, the numerous skifis 
end pirouges poking round drift-piles and the 
shore generally forbade tbe hope of picking 
up any great treasure In the flotsam and jetsam 
-line,. About half-past five the Cieck arrived at 
THE SCENE OF THE DISASTBR. 
wiich is about half-way between Fort Hur- 
rison end Redman’s Point, some eightecn 
mfles atove the city. The wreck lies head 
down stream, a htile nearer to the Tenuesses 
sbore then to the other side. the hull seems 
to he etraight, baving grounded broadside on 
the bar, afier drifting about five mules below 
where the explosion took place. A glance 
shows that the work of destruction was most 
compleic; everything on the boiler-deck from 
the wheei-hou-es forward isa mass of epliu- 
tered and shivered timbers—texas, pilot- 
houses ardali blown to atoms. The stceriog- 
wheel is lying full fifty feet trom its original 
position, avd is broken into fragments. The 
pantry, on tue larboard sidé, is in a tolerable 
state of preseivation, the floor being covered 
with broken crockery and glassware. 
THE LADIES’ CABIN 

presented a dreary scene; about six inches of 
water covered the floor, but the bare feet of 
the reporter telt the kidderminster beneath 
the aqueous cerpet; eurtain-rods, with one end 
adrift, threatened the eye at every turn; a 
broken mirror slung into a corver threw back 
distoried pictures of those who passed in front 
of it, as though indignant at the usage it had 
received. Some of the furniture had been re- 
moved, but smasbed chairs, and sofas knocked 
out of their propriety, with an oecasional cen- 
ter Or side table terribiy out of repair left no 
room to doubt tbat the scene must have been 
one of terror to the frightened gaze of the pas- 
sengers when roused out of their berths by 
the explosion. Though the most thorough 
search practicable was made during yesterday 
in ali parts of the wreck above water, 

NO MORE BODIES WERE FOUND, 
Mr. Bowman, chief clerk, occupied the 
room immediately abaft the office, andgnust 
have eitber gone down with the wréck or 
been blown into the river, as no trace of the 
missing man bas yet been discovered. It is 
thought that a nimber of bodies are in the 
epgine-room abaft the forward part of the 
wheelhouses, {rom the fact that tne deck-pas- 
sepgers became panic-stricken, and did not 
leave their part of the boat, except in individ- 
ual cases. 
CHAMPAGNE AND COFFEE,

Captain Mark Cheek expressed an intention 
to remain by the wreck until morning, as he 
wished to cut away the cabin floor aad see 
whar could be recovered from te engine- 
room.

Theory of the Explosion, 


How THE CAPTAIN ACCOUNTS FOR THE EX- 
PLOSION, 

Some weeks ago, when there was a frightfal 
steamtoat accident, we said these occurences 
come like epi¢emics. There are periods of 
safety when people travel on the rive: without 
the slightest apprehension of danger, and then 
there is really none. Whatever may be said 
to the veteteonl 2 experience has led er peo- 
ple tothe conclusion that there is an electri- 
cal condition of the atmorphere, or 
some undefined law, affecting the mag- 
netic meridian on a great river running a 
great distance from north to south, which de- 
termines the frequency of these steamboat 
explosions. It is certainly very usclesa, the 
| Captain said, for one to attempt an explana- 
| tion of facts which be himself does not eom- 
+ prehend; but, if there be those who believe 
/ that the boilers of the Arthur were torn ia 
| fragments and that one of them was driven

If a boiler be filled with water, ind the heat 
applied constantly, and steadily iscreased un - 
til the boiler explodes, the fissuremade is just 
great enough to permit the exitof the com- 
pressed steam.

Surely it was 
not stesem. hen we see the. flash in the 
beavens miles away at the very same instant 
the forest tree before uz is shattered from its 
summit to its base, we see the results, but 
how they are accomphshed we may never 
know. It is a subtle ageocy, quicker than 
Vision, and more potent than any the universe 
recognizes. It is ubiquitous as it is omnino- 
_ When a boiler explodes we often find

as wellas internal, has been applied. The 
edges of the rent places are as often driven 
and beut inwardly as outwardly, showing that 
this wondertul power that burns and crushes 
and rends—which nothiug may resist—has its 
positive and negative qualities between which 
there must be an equilibrium, It would be 
well, therefore, in determining the question 
of negiigence, when the wreck of the Arthur 
is examined, to determine whether steam 
should be pronounced guilty of all this fright- 
ful work, or whether some unm bie, un- 
tamable power was in the storm that swept 
down the great river, or was the disaster 
born of water which in One of its shapes, we 
call steam, or are othér unknown forces be- 
gotten by the og - gue of water into its 
Origivai elements? Who can tell?

Atmosphere. 


{From the Chicago Times.] 

In a little journal published by Dr. Frank 
Reilly, of this city, there is a suggestive arti- 
cle, entitled ‘* era oe ” or which may be 
defined as a hatred of pure air. In this arti- 
cle is made the somewhat astounding as- 
sertion that, in every community, of each 
ove hundred deaths, from forty to sixty are 
due to impure air, and the diseases thereby 
produced. The ‘article aiso states that the 
impure air of the worst cities of the world 
amounts to nothing when considered with 
reference to outdoor life. All cities become 
purified by winds, and by the volume of air 
above; it is in the residences and other build- 
ings that these impure atmospheres find per- 
manent lodgment, and it is there where they 
do their work. 

These assertions are doubtless facts. Our 
court-houses, our iegislative buildings, 
our churches. and living and sleeping rooms 
are all moreor less poisoned from the effects 
of stoves, furnaces, bad breaths, gas and 
kerosene, the fumes of cooking, and from a 
thousand other sources. 

We fancy that this system of wholesale 
roisoning is rathermore a matter of necessity 
than of choice. People sit in their rooms and 
suffer from an oppressive atmosphere, not be- 
cause they are ignorant of what ails them, 
but because there is no Known remedy which 
docs not, particularly in cold weather, involve 
more evils than those connected with the orig- 
inal cifficulty. The truth is, that 

».ople suffer from bad air because there 
4 rot known to this advanced age a 

yericct eystem of ventilation. Science 
as given us everything save the means 
of keeping the beat in an atmosphere, and 
driving the bad air out, Letting a window 
down from the top is the usual remedy, and 
it is an utterly fallacious one. Such an o 
ing disposes of the heat, which we wish to
